Count Czernln’s reply, which is di­ 
rected chiefly to my own address on 
tile eighth of January, is uttered in a 
very friendly tone. 
He finds in my 
statement a sufficiently 
encouraging 
approach to tile views of his own gov­ 
ernment to justify him in believing 
that ti furnishes a basis for a more 
detailed discussion of

Corps, Federal Corps, and Nation­ 
al Guard Reserves. 
Tile ratio for 
the country at large is 64.47 en­ 
listments to every DK) of draft 
quota. This represents, the median 


line of patriotic enthusiasm. 
In 
states where the ratio is higher, a 
super-normal eagerness to fight 
the kaiser is indicated; in states 
showing a lower ratio, there has 
been, for one reason or another, a 
comparative lack of tile kind of 
enthusiasm that takes men to the 
recruiting office. 
By the provisions of the selec­ 
tive service law, the several states 
are not credited, as their respec­ 
tive draft quotas with enlistment 
in the Naval Sen ice, the Marine 
Corps, the Federal Reserve Corps, 
or the National Guard Reserves, 
but only with the numbers of men 
who were in the military service 
of the United States as members 
of Hie National Guard on April I. 
1917, or who entered the regular 
army or National Guard between 
April I. and June 30, 1917.
